Synopsis 


HE history of racing in the United States is 

beginning a new chapter which should be 
very interesting because, as in a good melo- 
drama, the hero’s safety is threatened. 


Perhaps our readers will be so kind as to per- 
mit a synopsis of the preceding chapters. It 
seems that once upon a time the sister states of 
this great nation fell upon seven years of plenty 
during which they found life agreeable and mod- 
erately expensive. Then they came suddenly upon 
seven years of famine whose arrival had been 
foretold neither by the astrologers nor by Walter 
Winchell. 


Now there had been famines before in the his- 
tory of man, and they had caused people to starve 
and to die and to become diseased and to fall 
prey to the avarice of those who fatten upon the 
misfortunes of their fellows. But this was a 
special new kind of famine in which nobody was 
supposed to starve or die or become diseased or 
fatten the rapacious. There came forth a school 
of political philosophers who taught that the 
highest good is the survival of everybody, which 
was more humane than most political philoso- 
phies of the past. But these philosophers went a 
step further and not only provided for survival 
but set up at great expense a special subsidy to 
facilitate the propagation of those whose survival 
had been questioned. It was a further tenet of 
this school that, whereas parents had been taking 
care of their children ever since parents had 
children, it was now time for children to take care 
of their parents as long as children might have 
parents. Therefore they borrowed all the loose 
change their children and their children’s children 
could ever hope to have, and spent it lavishly to 
maintain themselves in a splendor which made 
famine look like a golden age, all the while pass- 
ing laws which glittered with paradox like the 
epigrams of Oscar Wilde. 

This was a fine plan, in the minds of many, 
though some precincts are yet to be heard from. 
But in the midst of so many promissory notes to 
which the names of unborn grandchildren had

been forged there arose a demand for solid 
money, paid cash in hand. Here enters our hero, 
whose name is pari-mutuel betting. We call him 
the hero, though actually he plays only a small 
part in the great drama of Famine A La Mode. 
Because he could produce ponderable cash, cash 
which stacked or folded, he was welcomed into 
the homes of most of the sister states whose pre- 
vious living standards had accustomed them to 
the use of money. Some of those who welcomed 
him had thought he was something of a rake, 
though he was of ancient lineage and sprung 
from venerable instincts, as are all the inter- 
woven vices and virtues of humanity. But never- 
theless they loved him well. 

Our hero had been in some nice homes before 
and had been kicked out because of certain ethi- 
cal considerations peculiar to an age in which the 
definition of sin circumscribed an extraordinarily 
large area. So this time he resolved to be very 
careful. And he was careful, inventing all sorts 
of rules and restrictions to insure the impecca- 
bility of his own conduct. Also in his favor was 
the fact that the sister states continued to have 
use for money.

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Names in Pedignees 
By Beadsman 


This article is one of a series, begun December 
3, 1938, on the racing records of stallions foaled 
during the 1860-1900 period which are most im- 
portant in modern pedigrees. The series will in- 
clude about 50 horses. 


Spendthrift 


[AJ] HEN, about 15 minutes after midnight of 
October 15, 1879, the great *Australian died, 
he brought to an end a dynasty of a sort, for he 
was the last of the three “heroes of Woodburn,” 
as Lexington and Planet had gone before him. On 
that night it would have been a gifted prophet who 
could have foreseen that the lines of Lexington 
and Planet would not breed on, and that out of 
all of *Australian’s mighty progeny, including 
Fellowcraft, which had broken Lexington’s record 
for four miles, Rutherford, and so many others, 
a brilliant 3-year-old which had just been re- 
tired for the season preparatory to an invasion of 
England, would be the only male-line link with 
pedigrees of the future. But this was the fact 
and it is a fact which might be considered care- 
fully by anyone who feels himself on the verge 
of writing about the pedigrees of coming years. 
The colt, of course, was Spendthrift. He was 
bred by A. J. Alexander, at Woodburn Stud, and 
when a yearling he passed to Daniel Swigert, 
founder of Elmendorf Farm, named for his grand- 
mother. He was out of Aerolite, a mare which 
was not raced, but which was sister to the fine 
race mare Idlewild. To the cover of *Australian 
(a son of the triple crown winner West Austra- 
lian), which did nearly all of his racing under 
the name of Millington until Mr. Alexander pur- 
chased him in the fall of 1861, when he was a 3- 
year-old, Aerolite had already produced Fellow- 
craft and Rutherford, and the brother to such 
racers was naturally a marked horse from the 
time of his foaling. 

When Daniel Swigert’s wife returned from a 
trip to New York in 1877, carrying a heavy fem- 
inine cargo of hats, dresses, and whatnot, her 
husband inspected the purchases, said innocently 
that he would like to name one of his coming 2- 
year-olds for her. Spendthrift was the result. 
It took Mrs. Swigert a year to square the score, 
when she named Spendthrift’s brother for her 
husband— Miser. 

Spendthrift came to the races late, making his 
first 2-year-old start September 13, at Lexington, 
in a one-mile race over a track deep in mud. He 
was the betting favorite, romped in four lengths 
in front of Montreal, with Scully and three others 
toiling behind. He was moved over to Louisville 
for his next start, two weeks later, had to extend 
himself to beat Montreal in the one-mile Sand- 
ford Stakes, along with his stablemate Trinidad 
and five others. October 1 he won another one- 
mile race by three lengths, the race being part of 
a program for the benefit of sufferers from yel- 
low fever. October 8 he started at the Nashville 
Blood-Horse Association’s track, a strip which 
was “deep in dust,” won the Young America 
Stakes No. 1, six furlongs, from Lord Murphy, 
Charlemagne, and Cal Morgan. In his last start 
of the year he won a mile race at Nashville from 
Lord Murphy, there being no other starters. The

Sandford Stakes, worth $950 to the winner, was 
the richest of his 2-year-old races, and his five 
victories earned him only $3,700. This sum, how- 
ever, in 1876, was considerably more impressive 
than it is today. 

During the same year, in the East, the George 
Lorillard 2-year-olds had swept everything be- 
fore them, and there was a general feeling that 
something ought to be done about it. Spendthrift 
seemed the only horse in sight that might do 
anything about it, and several people were inter- 
ested in him. James Gordon Bennet offered $10,- 
000 for the colt, didn’t get him. Then James R. 
Keene went up to $15,000, “with contingencies,” 
and Spendthrift went East. He was the first 
horse purchased to carry the spotted jacket which 
later became so famous on the Turf in England 
and America. 


Spendthrift reached the East just after the first 
of the year, was turned over to Col. Thomas Pur- 
year to train at Valley Brook Farm, Rutherford, 
N. J. His first start under new silks was on May 
31 in the Withers Stakes at Jerome Park. His 
stablemate Dan Sparling was in the race, and Mr. 
Keene had backed him at long odds during the 
winter. So Spendthrift, pulled almost double, fin- 
ished a half-length behind Dan Sparling, with 
Report, Harold, and two others trailing. At that 
time there was no provision for “declaration to 
win,” and the incident aroused so much criticism 
that a ruling providing for such a declaration was 
incorporated into racing rules the following sea- 
son. 

Five days later Spendthrift came out for the 
thirteenth Belmont Stakes, won it in a gallop by 
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six lengths from Monitor, 
Jericho, Harold, and 
others. It was the first 
score for his male-line in 
that race. His son Hast- 
ings won it in 1896. His 
grandson Fair Play was 
defeated in 1908 by the 
unbeatable Colin, but his 
great-grandson Man 0’ 
War took the 1920 renewal 
in as easy a gallop as 
Spendthrift had, and the 
fourth generation scored 
when American Flag and 
Crusader won the 1925 
and 1926 renewals. And 
Mad Play, Chance Shot, 
Faireno, War Admiral, 
drim, and Peace Chance 
are other winners which 
run back to Spendthrift. 
The start for 
Spendthrift was possibly 
his greatest race. This 
was the 1%<-mile Lorillard 
Stakes in which he picked 
up 123 pounds, the heaviest 
impost he ever carried in 


the United States, gave 
weight to Harold (118). 
Magnetism (113), Report (115), Dan Sparling 


(118), and others. As the field broke Spendthrift 
was kicked badly by Magnetism (some observers 
said Harold), and Spendthrift was left at post. 
When Jockey Evans got him going, he was 50 
yards behind the field. Doggedly Spendthrift 
gained, and as the field swung into the stretch 
he was in striking distance, fully extended in a 
magnificent drive. Harold was in front, and as 
Spendthrift swept past Harold’s stablemate Mon- 
itor, Fisher yelled at Harold’s jockey, “Go on! 
He's catching you!’”’ Hughes heard, but the Loril- 
lard colt was staggering, and Spendthrift ran him 
down and won by a length. 

The 1!'.-mile Jersey Derby, on July 8, was no 
more than a gallop for the Keene colt. There 
was only cne other starter, and Spendthrift, 
which never lost a race over an off track, gal- 
loped through a mile and a half of mud to win 
in a canter by three lengths. 


The Lorillard monopoly had been well shat- 
tered, but Spendthrift ran into too much horse 
in his next two starts, in J. W. Hunt Reynolds’ 
Falsetto, an Enquirer colt which also carried the 
blood of *Australian through the dam, Farfaletta. 
Falsetto had been beaten for the Kentucky Derby 
by Lord Murphy, but he was not to be defeated 
again that year. In addition, Spendthrift had 
trouble with his feet, and the better the going, 
the sorer he became. Over a good track, Falsetto 
beat him two lengths in the Travers Stakes (then 
1%, miles), with Harold, Jericho, and Dan Spar- 
ling behind them. In the two-mile Kenner Stakes 
Falsetto won again by two lengths, with Spend- 
thrift second, ahead of Jericho, Monitor, and Har- 
old. In both races, all starters carried 118 pounds. 


Spendthrift got no rest, went after the Cham- 
pion Stakes (115 miles) at Monmouth Park 
August 23. There, in addition to Report, Harold, 
and other 3-year-olds, he met the mighty Bram- 
ble, then a 4-year-old (see THE BLOOD-HORSE of 
December 3, 1338). Spendthrift ran one of his 
best races, won easily by three lengths, with 
Report second, Bramble third.

SPENDTHRIFT, 1876 


This was the last of Spendthrift’s triumphs. 
He was beaten a neck by Monitor, which he gave 
three pounds, in the Jerome Stakes on October 2, 
with Report and Jericho behind him, and the 
foot trouble became so acute he was taken out 
of training and placed in the hands of a veter- 
inarian. 

In 1880, Spendthrift was sent to England with 
other Keene horses. He contracted a cold, never 
showed any form in England, and was permanent- 
ly affected in the wind. With the shipment was 
Foxhall, which went on to win the Ascot Gold 
Cup, but Spendthrift did nothing, being unplaced 
in the Cambridgeshire, his only start there. 

He made two starts in the United States in 
1881, but the form of his 2- and 3-year-old sea- 
sons was gone. Barrett, a 3-year-old, beat him 
a length in a one-mile race, and he was fourth 
in a 1'%-mile handicap. Both races were in the 
fall, and after the second defeat, Spendthrift was 
taken out of training. 

Spendthrift went to stud at William M. Ken- 
ney’s farm, Lexington, which is now the “Old 
Kenney Farm” of George D. Widener, and stood 
for $50 in 1883. (The famous Keene nursery at 
Castleton was not established until some 10 years 
later.) A few years later, Mr. Keene lost his first 
fortune, chiefly to Jay Gould and his associates, 
and he turned over Spendthrift and 31 mares to 
a Mr. Bocock, who kept them at Dr. E. M. Nor- 
wood’'s farm, a part of the present Coldstream 
Stud. In 1891, Senator Johnson N. Camden 
(then junior) and Overton H. and Christopher D. 
Chenault bought the entire lot, placed them at 
Senator Camden’s Spring Hill Farm (now Hart- 
land) near Versailles, and the breeding partner- 
ship was named Spendthrift Stud. In 1892 the 
partnership was dissolved, and on September 29 
the horses were sold at auction in a livery stable 
which occupied a part of the present site of Lex- 
ington’s Phoenix Hotel. Summaries of the sale 
published at the time gave Senator Camden as 
the purcheser of Spendthrift, but this was an 
error, as the horse went to Overton Chenault, for 
$13,500, and was sent to Mr. Chenault’s farm on 
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the Lexington-Winchester pike, where, on Octo- 
ber 22, 1900, he died of the infirmities of age. 

He came of a hardy tribe. Australian died at 
21, Spendthrift at 26, Hastings at 24, Fair Play 
at 24, and Man o’ War, now 22, seems to have a 
good deal of time before him. 

Spendthrift was an immediate and unquestioned 
success in stud. From his first crop came Kings- 
ton, winner of $139,562 and later leading sire in 
1900 and 1910, Lamplighter ($89,047 and a good 
sire), Bankrupt ($43,770), Pickpocket, Specula- 
tion, and others. 

When Spendathrift died, and racing writers re- 
viewed his successes, no mention was made of 
Hastings, though he had won the Belmont Stakes 
and other races. But Hastings was leading sire 
in 1902 and 1908, and his son Fair Play was lead- 
ing sire three times. His grandson Man o’ War 
has been leading sire once. And the two best 
handicap horses in America at the present, Sea- 
biscuit and War Admiral, are his descendants. 

Whether he was, as The American Turf states, 
“one of the best race horses ever stripped on this 
continent, and one of the finest specimens of the 
Thoroughbred horse ever foaled’’ may be debated, 
but at ail events Spendthrift had no vestige of 
the “rise from obscurity” motif so dear to story 
tellers. He was bred to be a great horse, was 
expected to be a great horse, and was a great 
horse. He was expected to be a fine sire, and 
he was a very fine sire. The only “Cinderella 
story” in Spendthrift’s history was Dr. Neet’s 
broodmare *Cinderella, by Blue Ruin or Toma- 
hawk, which dropped Hastings to his cover, and 
brought in the temper which has plagued several 
generations of starters. 

Several years ago Senator Camden reminisced: 

At the time we bought him (1891) Spendthrift was a 
sick horse in the sense that he was afflicted with 
azoturia. When he went to my place I provided him 
with a box in a paddock, and we left the stall door 
open, giving him freedom to go and come as he wished. 
After a short while Spendthrift began to get over his 
ailment. and for all the time he was at my place he 
gave us no trouble whatever. He was a roly-poly, 
dumpy type. He was short, and exquisitely balanced. 
His disposition was superb. I never owned, and never 
expect to own, a horse with a sweeter disposition. He 
displayed nothing of the traits which afterward ap- 

eared in Hastings and were transmitted by him in 
esser degree to Fair Play. and by him in still lesser 
degree to some of his sons and daughters. 

The late Walter S. Vosburgh wrote of him: 

Spendthrift was a chestnut, with a diamond-shaped 
star and both hind pasterns white. He had a beauti- 
ful, clean-cut head. deep neck, short back, and his 
shoulders were a trifle heavy. He also had very thin- 
soled feet, and hard ground gave him trouble. He was 
a fine-tempered horse and easy to ride. 

Spendthrift carried his farm with him, in that 
several farms where he stood were called Spend- 
thrift Stud. He gave his name to yet another 
Spendthrift Farm, that of Leslie Combs II, great- 
grandson of Daniel Swigert, whose present farm 
occupies a part of the site of Mr. Swigert’s Elm- 
endorf.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


A Trainers Comment 


By Venture All 


VERY much appreciated letter from J. L. 

W., of Sierra Madre, Calif., has recently 
come to hand. A newcomer to racing, he has 
several problems which perhaps are also con- 
fronting others at this time of year in California. 
I will therefore quote from his letter at length, 
in order that his problems may be the better 
understood. 
Dear Sir: 

A letter from one for whom you must have written 
the book. Anyhow I am awaiting anxiously the pub- 
lication of your textbook and you can put me down as 
one of your first subscribers. 

I am Number One, Class A, Grade One, Thoroughbred 
Horseman of little or no experience, and I have been 
avidly reading your articles in THE BLoop-Horse for 
months. Words cannot express my appreciation for the 
many valuable suggestions I secured from you. 

l am a busy, practicing surgeon and my avocation for 
15 years has been horses, mosily saddle and rope stock. 
The last few years have found me deeply interested in 
Thoroughbreds. It was my good fortune last year to se- 
cure through a fine friend and patient of mine some of 
his splendid yearlings. They are California-breds by ex- 
cellent sires, namely Bostonian and *Justice F. I raised 
them myself from weanlings as scientifically, I believe, 
as horses could be raised. (Soil analysis, water analy- 
sis, pasturage checked, manure analysis, balanced di- 
etetic rations, including the addition of good oat hay 
and alialfa when the pasture became lean.) The result 
was fat, good-looking California-breds, and since I have 
put them in training the works have so far been far 
better than I had hoped. 

The reason for this letter is a note of appreciation 
to you and a hopeful query for more valuable advice 
from you. So to begin with I have six yearlings and 
one 3-vear-old filly in training at Santa Anita in a 
privately leased barn right off the race track. We have 
an eighth-of-a-mile training track, another good-sized 
paddock, and nice quarters tor the horses and men. 
My Bostonian colt has worked one-eighth, the second 
lime we asked him to run, in 12 seconds flat over the 
training track Anita Chiquita (°s-mile). The other colt 
has been slower coming to hand and we intend to ask 
him to breeze tomorrow. The Bostonian colt is full 
brother to Litherome. 

The fillies have come to hand faster and one, a 
“Justice F.. shaded 12 seconds on her second trial with- 
out company. Another *Justice F. filly’s best work is 
12+; seconds. The other two fillies have both shaded 13 
seconds. I have been told that these works are nothing 
short of sensational, but maybe they are kidding me. 
As you know, there are very few yearlings in training 
at Santa Anita and comparisons are hard. Now my 
query is this. Do you feel that I ought to take these 
vearlings up now for a few months and wait until about 
the first of March to put them in training again for the 
first of May California racing dates? It would be more 
convenient and economical to leave them where they 
are than to put them on a farm for a comparatively 
short period. However, I would like to do the best 
by them and am asking your advice. 

Another question, I have a 3-year-old filly, maiden, 
raced twice my her former owner. Her picture is en- 
closed. We intend to race her here at Santa Anita. 
Her last race in August found her at the head of the 
pack for three-eighths in a six-furlong sprint, when she 
tired. She is a lean greyhound type of good disposi- 
tion, apparently sound, and worked Sunday for me on 
the five-eighths training track in 51%; seconds. How 
would you take her in order to enter a six-furlong 
race early in January? Can you recommend a tonic 
that might help her appetite? Any advice you can 
give me as to how you would take her on would be 
gratefully appreciated. 

I have an excellent negro groom, ex-trainer, etc., and 
also have a fine colored exercise boy who broke the 
yearlings. I don't believe that we brag when we say 
they are excellently broken. (We started less than two 
months ago.) They are well mannered, gentle, stand 
well, and gallop nobly. I am feeding California oat hay, 
a small bit of alfalfa, good oats, and Omolene. 

Would you advise balling all of these yearlings at 
this time, as we are letting up on the training? And 
would you worm them at this time with carbon disul- 
phide, oil of chenopodium treatment, so strongly rec- 
ommended by Dr. Frank Hare? Do these animals al- 
ways shin-buck? 

So far they all have been going sound. Please re- 
member in these questions that I am absolutely green 
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in the racing angles. If you can find time, and I know 
you must be awfully busy, I will appreciate any and 
all comments you might have to make on a green sports- 
man’s entry into Thoroughbred racing. It will be 
purely a sport for me and an avocation from a busy 
professional life. However, I am not financially able 
for it to be too costly and I hope indirectly at least 
to be an_ owner-trainer. 

It has been my privilege to meet and associate with 
some fine types of horsemen, but I am sorry to say that 
there are also many whose ideas and principles seem 
pretty low. It is hard for a neophyte to sort them out 
and I have had,some unpleasant experiences already. 
Your excellent articles have been a cheer and a boon 
to me and I hope that I can secure some of your timely 
hints. 

We hope to secure a good horse or two here at Santa 
Anita in order to bolster our stable of 2-year-olds. Do 
you think it wise to race six young horses? And can 
they pay their way? Should a man of moderate means 
have that many horses? I can't afford to be burnt 
badly: although my experience to this point has been 
high, the money has been well spent and paid me in 
health dividends. From here on however, I would like 
to at least break even, and so would appreciate your 
advice. 

In the opinion of the writer, most of the ills 
and abuses in today’s racing have come about 
through the disappearance from the ranks of 
horse owners of the preponderance in number of 
sportsmen. I am sorry to admit that there are 
all too many of the kind whose “ideals and prin- 
ciples are pretty low,” as you put it. Racing is 
ever ready to welcome the amateur horseman and 
sportsman, for it is through him that racing 
must survive, if it is to survive, in the far-flung 
areas it has now invaded. I am therefore happy 
to offer any help possible, and only hope that you 
and many others like you who really love horses 
and sport, will come into racing and remain to 
help build it into a better, finer thing. 

If you have already ordered my book, Race 
Horse Training, you probably will have it before 
you read this article, and in it you will find a 
rather comprehensive article about breaking and 
training yearlings and 2-year-olds. You will also 
find the best advice I could give you on how to 
train your 38-year-old filly. From her picture, I 
might suggest that she could use a little more 
flesh, as I have found that fillies especially race 
much better in good flesh. For a tonic I know 
of none better than that prepared by Hagyard and 
Hagyard, of Lexington, Ky. A gallon of this 
preparation should help materially in getting 
your filly into physical condition. Be sure to 
leave off the use of the tonic a couple of days 
before starting the filly in a race, due to the 
rules of the saliva tests. Since this filly had 
enough speed to go to the top in her last race, 
and has only started twice, I should think she is 
a good prospect in the class you intend racing 
her in, and that you need only to build her up 
in flesh and strength, and then lengthen her work 
sufficiently to enable her to hold her speed for the 
distance to be run. They can’t run off nothing 
successfully, despite what some advisers may tell 
you. 

From your description of your yearlings, it 
would seem that you have done quite well with 
them, and from this distance I would think the 
trials shown thus far are quite good. Your next 
step in their training is to lengthen their work, 
and cut down on the speed. Three-eighths in :38 
or :40 and a bit later, halves in :52 or :53, will 
do more toward their ultimate development than 
fast eighths. 


The important question you ask is whether 


you should keep them in training, or turn them 
out for a while. Whenever it is possible to do so, 
yearlings should by all means be kept in training 
right through the winter months instead of being 
turned out of training. They have had almost 


two years of running out, and training is what 
they need most at this time. It is indeed for- 
tunate that it is more convenient and less expen- 
sive for you to keep them going than to turn out. 
This is not the case in most other areas. How- 
ever the first cost in this case is not the most 
important. By continuing the training of a year- 
ling throughout the winter, you can develop him 
by spring into a race horse. If he were turned 
out it would mean that this development would 
have yet to be acquired, and that his starting 
date would be deferred for more weeks, probably, 
than he was turned out. 

As to balling and worming, I never give my 
own horses a physic unless they are sick or not 
doing well, but it is highly important to give 
the necessary potions to rid them of parasites. 
Carbon disulphide is about the only thing that 
can be depended upon to rid them of bots. If 
they have been out of doors in summer, they no 
doubt have bots. As for other parasites, if you 
will have a specimen of their droppings examined 
microscopically, you can determine at once what 
other varieties, if any, they are infested with, 
and give the necessary drugs. 

As for shin-bucking, most 2-year-olds do buck, 
but not all of them. If they have had a long, 
slow development, and if you are fortunate in 
having a track that is not too deep and cuppy to 
work and race over, they will probably never 
buck. This is particularly true of yearlings 
broken very early (July). 

As to how many horses you should campaign I 
cannot advise, but I do not consider it any dis- 
advantage to have six 2-year-olds, since I usually 
have more than that myself. If you continue 
their development throughout the winter months 
at a cost that you do not mind, they will be 
about ready to run by the time your California 
racing law will allow you to start them, and any 
of them that have by then proven to be of no 
value, or which prove of little value when you 
race them, I would advise that you dispose of as 
soon as possible, even though you take quite a 
loss. A few bad ones will eat up all the profits 
your good ones make, and it will be better to take 
your josses quickly than to send more good money 
after bad. If your stable is managed economical- 
ly and you do not gamble excessively, I think it 
will be entirely possible for you to race a modest 
stable of six or eight horses, if not at a profit, 
at no more loss than you are willing to pay for 
the pleasure and physical benefit you acquire from 
it. But be sure that the man whom you trust 
with vour horses is both capable and honest, or 
you are likely to be singed. 
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Light Horse

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A Crisis Ignored 


ONDON, December 19.--The Newmarket De- 

cember Sales of bloodstock were inevitably 
held in the shadow of an European crisis. One 
crisis follows another with such rapidity these 
days that I cannot recall the precise disturbance 
immediately prior to and during the sales, but 
all the scares are of a pattern with which you 
will be tolerably familiar. Suffice it that ven- 
dors sent their horses to Park Paddocks pre- 
pared to see them virtually given away. No 
one, they thought, will want to buy the stock 
which we are anxious to be rid of when there 
seems a fair prospect of war before Christmas. 
But familiarity breeds contempt, and it would 
appear that the public no longer takes great 
heed of the fanciful bombast of the dictators 
and their propagandists. At all events, these 
bloodstock sales were wonderfully good, and the 
prices realized in the main exceeded the most 
optimistic forecasts. The total turnover was in 
the region of a quarter of a million sterling, an 
increase of 10 per cent on the aggregate realized 
at the corresponding auction 12 months ago. 

This was all highly satisfactory, and another 
feature that served to give us a better conceit 
of ourselves in these days when British stock 
is being decried was the fact that there were 
more foreign buyers than I have seen round 
Messrs. Tattersall’s sale ring for a great many 
years. All classes of stock sold well, but par- 
ticularly keen was the competition for any filly 
or broodmare of true shape and good breeding. 
French, Italian, American, German, and Hun- 
garian agents were big buyers, so that it would 
seem we have still something to contribute to- 
wards the world’s bloodstock. 

It was significant that the Italian government 
had released a considerable sum of money to 
enable their agents to attend the sales. No 
fewer than 36 mares were bought, and the inten- 
tion of the government is to put them up for 
public auction on their arrival in Italy. A simi- 
lar plan was adopted by the Hungarian govern- 
ment. 

On behalf of American owners 10 foals were 
purchased, four colts and six fillies. They are 
en route for Kentucky, and it is not unlikely 
that one or two of the colts will be submitted at 
the Saratoga yearling sales next summer. The 
fillies, no doubt, were bought with a view to 
their stud value. Pedigrees of the foals, and the 
prices paid, will be of interest to readers and I 
give these brief particulars herewith: 

Colt foals: a chestnut by Gold Bridge out of Golden 
Treasury, by Golden Sun (270 guineas): a bay by 
Brumeux out of Windrush, by Winalot (100 guineas); 
a grey or brown by Galloper Light out of Minimax, 
by Obliterate (130 guineas): a bay by Field Trial out 
of Piccola II, by Pharos (310 guineas). 

Filly foals: the French-bred bay by Royal Dancer 
out of Her Grace, by Harpocrate (90 guineas); a chest- 
nut by Singapore out of Virgin’s Folly, by Swynford 
(170 guineas): a bay by Colorado Kid out of Rustom 
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Mahal, by Rustom Pasha (360 guineas): a bay by 
Soldennis out of Winepress, by Sansovino; a chestnut 
by Rameses the Second out of Golden Moon by Golden 
Sun (270 guineas); and a bay by Cameronian out of 
Lady Starlight, by Son-in-Law (600 guineas). 

The purchases were made by the British 
Bloodstock Agency, and I have no doubt that 
their American clients will agree that the money 
has been judiciously expended. [The colts were 
purchased for B. L. Squires, the fillies for H. P. 
Headley and his son-in-law L. L. Haggin.-Ed. | 

On the same boat was a choicely bred filly 
rising three years, Elizabeth Singleton, by 
Gainsborough out of Wilma’s Pride, by Hurry 
On. She was bought by the B. B. A. for 450 
guineas for J. M. Roebling, of Trenton, N. J. 

There were also three animals for Canada. 
One is a stallion named Kanuck bought by Mr. 
Giddings, of Toronto, one of the leading trainers 
and breeders in Canada. For R. S. McLaughlin, 
of Ottawa, were a couple of mares which were 
bought by his trainer, Frank Gilpin, who was 
making his first visit to England. Mr. Gilpin 
took the opportunity of slipping round New- 
market to see some of the leading stallions, in- 
cluding Nearco, Solario, Bahram, and Mahmoud. 
He was much impressed by the Heath, and 
thought that if we only had round courses some- 
thing like those at Saratoga or Belmont Park 
we would have thousands more people to see our 
races! 

The useful racer Merry Mathew (by Trucu- 
lent) was bought by Sir Hugh Denison to go to 
Australia, mainly to cress with the stock of 
Trigo’s brother Harinero, whose first offspring 
are doing particulariy well in New South Wales. 
Harinero is by Blandford. Merry Mathew is a 
grandson of *Teddy. Blandferd on *Teddy in 
France produced that great filly Mistress Ford. 


Lincolnshire Entries 


‘NTRIES fer the Lincolnshire and a number 

of other important opening handicaps are 
published in the current issue of the Racing 
Calendar. Strange to relate, the valuable Kemp- 
ton Park “Jubilee” did not fill, and will be re- 
opened under altered conditions to close in 
February. 

For the Lincoln, 67 nominations have been 
received, which is one fewer than last year. They 
are, as usual, a curiously assorted company, 
ranging from fair-class handicap performers over 
distances from five to 10 furlongs to candidates 
which I would be loath to back for selling plates 
over any course. 

Those who make “backers’ books’’ on these 
ante-post betting races, accepting the long odds 
now available and hoping to hedge at a good 
profit shortly before the event, have already 
supported the Cambridgeshire failures Domaha 
and Zaimis. The former, if training reports are 
favorable, is likely enough to be installed favor- 
ite, for there can be no denying that he was 
desperately unlucky to lose the Cambridgeshire, 
and the form in the Newmarket race always 
works out well. 

Jim Russell, who prepared the winners Play 
On and Overcoat on the Mablethorpe sands, is 
now represented by Galsonia and Knighted. Both 
are owned by Chris Jarvis, a professional backer, 
and of the pair I should reckon Galsonia as the 
likelier to stay the mile. 

It is of interest to note that among the French 
nominations for the Ascot Gold Cup is the 
Cesarewitch winner Contrevent. 
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WORLD'S OLDEST THOROUGHBRED 


By J. A. ESTES 


HE world’s oldest living Thoroughbred came 

to his thirty-sixth official birthday Sunday, 
January 1, started the thirty-seventh year of 
what may be the longest life ever lived by 
one of his breed. If J. Cal Milam’s Merrick lives 
to January 22 he will have completed 36 calendar 
years, for the old gelding was foaled January 
22, 1903, at James B. Haggin’s Rancho del Paso, 
Sacramento, Calif. 

When Brownie Leach, of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
staff, went out to Merrick Place, a few miles 
from Lexington, on New Year’s Day to pay his 
respects to the ancient warrior, he found Mer- 
rick very little deteriorated from the condition 
he has maintained for several years. A Christ- 
mas wreath was hanging over the door of the 
stall which is his home-——-as a matter of fact, a 
wreath has been hanging there for years, sum- 
mer and winter. Merrick still walked freely, 
with none of the creakiness which frequently 
marks an aged horse. (Ballot’s creaking was 
audible before he died in 1937 at the age of 33.) 
When one of the farm employees walked up on 
his blind side and surprised him he jumped with 
the agility of a youngster. “Acts like a 2-year- 
old,” the man commented; “and sound as a 
dollar.” 

Merrick was included in the sale of Rancho del 
Paso yearlings at Sheepshead Bay in 1904, and 
was purchased by Newton Bennington for $2,500. 
He made his first start at Aqueduct April 18, 
1905, and led all the way. He won one other 
race at two, but in 13 starts at three he was 13 
times unplaced. In the fall of that year he was 
racing for L. S. Sire in New York. He had sus- 
pensory ligament trouble and his legs were en- 
larged, and his racing record up to that date 
was nothing to put a premium on him. But Mr. 
Milam saw possibilities in the 3-year-old, traded 
another horse for him and began doctoring his 
legs with a hardening preparation made by Dr. 
Dan Bryan. For seven consecutive years Mer- 
rick was a winner under the Milam colors) Twice 
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he was claimed, but each time he came right 
back. Once N. Walker claimed him for $1,000. 
The next time he started he won, and Mr. Milam 
bid him up to $1,200, took him back to his own 
barn. Once afterward he was claimed, and Mr. 
Milam bought him back the next day. 

As a 4-year-old Merrick won six races; at five 
he won 18; at six, 14; at seven, 12; at eight, 
three; at nine, six. As a 10-year-old in 1913 he 
started 17 times, won five races, was five times 
second, once third. At 11 he started 15 times, 
failed to win, but was three times second and 
three times third. Altogether he started 205 
times, won 61 races, was 40 times second, 24 
times third, 80 times unplaced, and earned $26,- 
785. Merrick won no important races, but could 
handle the competition of good horses. His 
only stakes win was in the Pontchartrain Selling 
Stakes at Windsor. On October 15, 1909, he 
took up 115 pounds and set Latonia a track 
record of 1:25%; for seven furlongs—-a record 
which stands today. 

In 1909 Mr. Milam bought a farm on the Tates 
Creek Pike, Lexington, named it for the depend- 
able old selling plater which, five years later, 
he brought home and settled down for a life of 
comfort. For about 20 years Merrick has occu- 
pied the same paddock, where he is left free to 
enter his stall when he pleases. He lost the 
sight of one eye shortly after he was retired; 
the eye had been injured in a fall at Latonia 
years earlier. But the sight of the other eye is 
still good. Merrick has lost some flesh in the 
last few years, but for a 36-year-old his condi- 
tion is remarkable. His feed is a mixture com- 
prised of brown sugar, bran, meal (made from 
the whole corn), and Greno, the latter a sweet 
feed with an alfalfa base. 

Cal Milam’s devotion to his old campaigner is 
a monumental example of the affection of a man 
for a horse. 

Among the Thoroughbreds which had official 
birthdays on January 1 the oldest mare is prob- 
ably Green Pepper, which is now 32. Green 
Pepper is owned by Mrs. J. H. Byrd, of Lexing- 
ton, who hopes she lives to the age of 40. At 
Warren Wright’s Calumet Farm, now exclusively 
a Thoroughbred nursery, is the 34-year-old Zom-

brewer, grandam of Greyhound, and the 31l-year- 
old Emily Ellen, a famous performer in her day, 
is at David M. Look’s Castleton. 

In all the history of the Thoroughbred there 
is record of only one other horse which attained 
the age of 36 years. This was Parrot, a brown 
horse by Dungannon out of Eliza, by Herod, 
foaled in 1791. He raced in England four sea- 
sons and was a winner of nine races. He died in 
Germany at the age of 36. 

Young Langford, a stallion foaled in America 
in 1840, is recorded as having died at the age 
of 35. *Janus, the celebrated stallion of pre- 
Revolutionary days, attained the age of 34. 
Kenilworth lacked only two weeks of being 35 
when he died in December, 1932. American 
Eclipse died at 33, and Ballot was that age when 
he passed away in 1937. Matchem, fountain- 
head of one of the great Thoroughbred male 
lines, died in 1771 at the age of 33. Stallions 
which died at the age of 31 include *Diomed, 
Whip (foaled 1794), Glenelg, and *McGee. Touch- 
stone, Buccaneer, Himyar, and Broomstick are 
among the celebrated stallions which died at 30. 

Probably the oldest Thoroughbred mare on 
record was the great producer Pocahontas, dam 
of Stockwell, Rataplan, and King Tom. Poca- 
hontas died at 33. 

Many stories are told and printed of horses 
having lived well past the age of 36, but few 
of these are subject to proof. In January, 1935, 
the Associated Press carried a story of the 
death of Nancy, a “blue-blood of the Blue Grass 
country,” which was supposed to have been 
foaled May 1, 1891. Old Peter, a grey polo pony 
exported from England to Argentina, is solemnly 
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Turf Pix.

reported to have died in 1915 at the age of 47 
and to have sired 17 fcals the year he died. A 
museum in Manchester, England, preserves the 
skull of “Old Billy,’ which, according to Pro- 
fessor Owen Williams, whose father attended 
the horse, was 60 years old when he died. And 
a stallion owned by Ferdinand I was given credit 
fer having lived 70 years.

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TOTALS AND TOPS FOR 1938 
The Boom Year 


HERE has been a general and steady increase 

in the number of races run in North America 
since 1932, though there was a slight drop in 
1936. Last year, however, fell seven races short 
of 1937, with 16,243 events. Distribution, how- 
ever, gained about $600,000, going to a new high 
of $14,946,609. There were the same number of 
racing days, 2,140, in 1937 and 1938, this figure 
being the greatest in the history of American 
racing. The average purse in 1938 was $922, 
which is 4.3 per cent higher than the 1937 aver- 
age of $884. 

Distribution, however, has not reached its pre- 
depression standard, despite the record total. In 
1927, when distribution to horses reached its 
pre-1937 peak, the daily average was $8,295. 
Last year the daily average was $6,984. 


Leading Owners 


Maxwell Howard, off in front with Stagehand’s 
smash of the Santa Anita Derby and Santa Anita 
Handicap, was never headed in the race for lead- 
ing money-winning honors, finished the season 
with $226,495 in earnings. Woolford Farms, 
paced by Lawrin, was second with $213,550. Sea- 
biscuit was the chief factor in placing Charles 
S. Howard third with $195,925, and Menow con- 
tributed mest toward Hal Price Headley’s fourth 
place, with $163,853. In order follow W. E. Boe- 
ing, William Ziegler, Jr., Mrs. Emil Denemark, 
A. C. Compton, Calumet Farm, and Glen Riddle 
Farms. Woolford Farms, winning 77 races, led 
the prominent owners in that respect. 


The Jacobs "Slump" 


Hirsch Jacobs, who for six years has been 
America’s leading trainer in number of races 
won, got his lowest total of the six years in 1938. 
Last year he had 108 winners, 31 more than his 
nearest competitor, A. E. Alexandra, who had 77. 

Jacobs first led the trainers’ list in 1933, with 
116 winners, and it was the first time since C. 
B. (Cowboy) Irwin sent out 147 winners in 1923 
that a trainer had saddled more than 100 win- 
ners in one year. Jacobs went through the next 
four years with respective totals of 127, 114, 
177, and 134, now has saddled 771 winners in 
six years. 

One other trainer, Guy Bedwell, led the train- 
ers’ list six consecutive years, from 1912-1917 in- 
clusive, also led in 1909. Trainer Jacobs now 
has two records left to try for: a seventh year 
to equal Bedwell’s seven years, and leading 
money-winning honors, which this year went to 
Earl Sande. 

Though Earl Sande was one of America’s out- 
standing riders, he never led the jockey list, 
which is compiled on the basis of number of 
winners. But in 1938 Earl Sande found a list to 
lead; he saddled the winners of $226,495, with 
Ben A. Jones, trainer for Woolford Farms, send- 
ing out winners of $201,450. In order followed 
Duval A. Headley, James Fitzsimmons, Tom 
Smith. In Sande’s charge were the eight horses 
owned by Maxwell Howard. Only four of them 
won, but these included Stagehand ($189,710) 
and The Chief ($32,945). 


Longden's Record 


In early December it seemed that Johnny 
Longden’s riding leadership might be menaced 
by Jack Adams, who was going extremely well 
at Tanforan. But Longden held his own, ad- 
ministered a crusher at Agua Caliente when he 
brought home four winners in one day, wound 
up the season with 21 more winners than Adams 
could muster. In the year he had 1,146 mounts, 
or 22 more than Adams, rode 236 winners to 
Adams’ 215, had a percentage of .21 over Adams’ 
19. Third place went to S. Williams (192), 
though the Florida successes of Eddie Arcaro 
almost won third place for him. Arcaro had 189 
winners, had the highest percentage of any of 
the leaders, bringing to the winner's circle 23 
per cent of his 814 mounts. 

Not among the leading jockeys in winners, 
Nick Wall led the riders in the total of money 
won by his mounts. Wall, who had the mount 
on Esposa and El Chico this year, rode the win- 
ners of 19 stakes, and of $286,170. Eddie Arcaro 
was second with $168,375, and Johnny Longden, 
who led in number of stakes won (21), was third 
with $146,620. 


Money Horses 


Stagehand, getting a flying start at Santa 
Anita Park, finished the year as the leading 
money winner, with a total of $189,710. Seabis- 
cuit, which earned $130,395, was second, and 
Lawrin was the only other to pass $100,000. In 
order on the list followed War Admiral, El Chico, 
Menow. 


MARYLAND 


Saturation Point 


HE Maryland State Racing Commission, in its 

annual report to the governor of Maryland, 
recommended that the present schedule of racing 
in Maryland, 100 days at the major tracks, 50 at 
the half-mile tracks, be continued, advised 
against any expansion of the racing period. Said 
the commission, “the State has reached the 
saturation point in respect to racing on which 
betting is permitted.” 

Maryland’s revenue from racing was somewhat 
lower in 1938 than in 1937. Total receipts of 
the commission were $970,584, and the net to the 
State treasury was $890,986. In 1937 the total 
was $1,108,297, the net to the State $992,966.

Santa Anita Park 


N Christmas Day of 1934 Santa Anita Park 

opened its gates for the first time, and let 
in a good deal of scepticism about $100,000 races 
and crack Eastern stables coming over the 
mountains. But the $100,000 race and the East- 
ern stables were there, and for three years Santa 
Anita Park has had an ascending scale of pros- 
perity, has shared it rather generously (com- 
paratively speaking) with horsemen. 

This winter, for the first time, the cpening 
was not on Christmas Day, but on December 31. 
Last winter the track had a pari-mutuel turn- 
over of $789,159 on opening day, went on to hang 
up a record daily average of $654,582. The drop 
in support of racing in San Francisco had caused 
some predictions of a lowered support for Santa 
Anita, but the opening day turn-over was $805,- 
809, the highest the track has ever had on an 
opening day. The crowd on December 31 was 
estimated at 40,000, including the usual number 
of specified celebrities. The January 2 crowd 
was estimated at 60,000. 

This winter Santa Anita Park is offering a 
minimum purse of $1,500, this being the highest 
minimum value in North America. It is offer- 
ing stakes with a minimum endowment of $10,- 
000. It is offering the richest distance event, 
the $25,000 San Juan Capistrano Handicap at 
11, miles. And there are a $50,000 race for 3- 
year-olds, a $100,000 handicap. 

The stakes on opening day was for California- 
bred 2-year-olds, and Neil S. McCarthy ended the 
year right by sending out Dear Diary and Morn- 
ing Breeze, both daughters of his own Tick On, 
to run first and second. In supporting events, 
Louis B. Mayer’s Flying Bonny won a six-fur- 
long event after dueling all the way with Bub- 
bling Boy and beating him a nose, and B. P. 
Weedson’s Leading Article bested Robert Ris- 
kin’s Dogaway at six furlongs in new track rec- 
ord time of 1:0945.

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Third Attempt 


The Charles S. Howard stable, led by Seabis- 
cuit, reached Santa Anita Park January 1. In- 
cluded was *Sorteado, the recent South Ameri- 
can importation which is also a candidate for 
the Santa Anita Handicap. For Seabiscuit it 
was the beginning of a third attempt for the 
rich prize which will make him the leading 
money-winning horse of the world if he can win 
it. In 1937 he charged to the front at the eighth- 
pole, but Rosemont came forward on the outside 
and beat him a nose. In 1938 he was in front 
at the eighth-pole and Stagehand moved on the 
outside and beat him a nose. With his reputa- 
tion (and his weight) at its highest point, Sea- 
biscuit will try a third time. The Santa Anita 
Handicap, however, has not been entirely disas- 
trous to the Hard Tack horse; his two seconds 
added $40,000 to his earnings. 


Dear Diary's First Stakes 


Neil S. McCarthy has been one of the Cali- 
fornia owners and breeders who opposed restric- 
tion of early 2-year-old racing in that State. 
While the California Breeders Champion Stakes 
($10,000 added, 2-year-olds foaled in California, 
one-mile) at Santa Anita on December 31 did 
net exactly prove his point, it must have fixed it 
mcre strongiy in his own mind. Of the 12 start- 
ers for that event, the busiest had been Mr. Mc- 
Carthy’s Dear Diary, a Tick On filly which was 
going out for her twenty-eighth race, and Dear 
Diary (119) came to the finish a handy winner, 
with her stablemate Morning Breeze (119) sec- 
ond, a length and a quarter behind her. Morning 
Breeze, also by Tick On, made the pace into the 
stretch, while Jack Adams held Dear Diary in 
fifth place for the early furlongs. On the far 
turn he began sending her forward, and she 
caught Morning Breeze at eighth-pole. 
George Woolf, seeing a stablemate in front and 
nothing close behind, did not force Morning 
Breeze to her best, or she might have been closer.

Dear Diary has started 28 times, won four 
races, finished second seven times, third 10 times, 
and has earned $14,700. She is the second foal, 
first winner, from Scram. Scram’s third foal, 
sister to Dear Diary, is among the offerings of 
the California Breeders Association sale on 
January 9, a 2-year-old of 1939. Scram placed 
but did not win. Conge started only once and 
won, and is also dam of the winners Hit and 
Run (30 races to seven, 1938) and Gangplank, 
and has had no other foals to reach racing age. 
Good Bye won and also produced the winners 
Anchors Aweigh (Chesapeake, Autumn Day 
Stakes, Ardsley, Baldwin Handicaps), Adios, and 
Depart. 


Main Man Wins Easily 


Louis B. Mayer’s Main Man, Binglin Stock 
Farm’s *Ligaroti, and A. A. Baroni’s Specify met 
in the San Francisco Handicap on Tanforan’s 
closing day. Specify had to be started from out- 
side the stalls. He got the best of the break and 
led all the way. *Ligaroti came up fast in the 
stretch and was narrowly beaten. Main Man 
ran no sort of a race, was sixth. 

The three met again in the New Year Handi- 
cap ($10,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 
miles) at Santa Anita Park on January 2. 
Specify (119) had picked up a pound, *Ligaroti 
(126) had dropped two, Main Man (119) had 
dropped five. Specify acted badly at the post, 
and was put on the outside, but this time he 
was off badly. With George Woolf in the sad- 
dle Main Man sprinted out at a blistering pace, 
ran the first six furlongs in 1:11 and built up a 
four-length lead. In the stretch *Ligaroti came

out of the pack, but Main Man had too much 
speed, came to the finish two and a quarter 
lengths in front, running easily. *Ligaroti was 
second, a half-length in front of Mrs. Harry Cur- 
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land’s Sweepalot (110), which had been second 
most of the way. Specify, last by five lengths 
in the first quarter-mile, gained ground steadily, 
ran a very good race to be fourth, a neck farther 
back. In order followed Heelfly (119), which 
raced as if short, Indian Broom (114), and Go- 


sum (110). Time, :2345, :47, 1:11, 1:3645, 1:43%, 
track fast. Stakes division, $8,350, $2,000, $1,- 
000, $500. 


As a 3-year-old, Main Man was considered a 
Kentucky Derby prospect, wound up the season 
apparently a sprinter. But just at the end of 
the year he set a new track record at 1 1-16 
miles at River Downs, and last year he proved 
himself quite capable of handling nine furlongs. 
He has started 37 times, won 14 races, finished 
second six times, third five times, and has earned 
$45,660. He was bred by Jerome B. Respess at 
his farm near Erlanger, Ky., and raced for his 
breeder until last fall, when he was purchased, 
for a price reported at $17,000, by Louis B. 
Mayer, under whose silks he has won three races 
from five starts. Rose Mist won, and has pro- 
duced the winners Very Busy and I Prevail, from 
three other foals. Lady Algy is also dam of the 
winners Danby, Algernon, Atlantee, Lady Sting, 
and Hour Lady. *Dorothy Hampton also pro- 
duced the winners Harrigan (Golden Rod Stakes, 
El Paso Handicap, and sire), Hampton Court 
(Oakdale Handicap, Pimlico Stakes, Prix Garde- 
feu), Star Hampton (Colorado Stakes, Albany 
Handicap, and sire), and Prince Hampton, and 
the producer Plain Dorothy. 


Dogs Ruled Illegal 


In Los Angeles Superior Court, December 23, 
Judge Ingall Bull held the operator of a Culver 
City dog track guilty of felony in connection 
with bookmaking. The operator, Thomas Scully, 
was arrested September 20, and the case was in 
the nature of a test. It was the first time le- 
gality of dog racing had been challenged in Los 
Angeles, though it is more or less obviously il- 
legal under California law. 

Seully’s defense was the explanation that 
patrons did not bet on dogs; instead they bought 
options to purchase dogs, sold them back to the 
track at increased prices if the dogs won. The 
prosecution pointed out that while this might be 
very well in an individual case, the tracks sold 
many hundreds of ‘‘options”’ on the same dog, and 
that there would not be enough dog to go around 
in case the holders of such tickets exercised their 
options. (Horse racing was conducted in Cali- 
fornia with option betting before mutuels were 
legalized.) Six employees of Scully, arrested in 
the same raid, are to be tried January 19. 


The operation of dog tracks in the San Fran- 
cisco district, also without legal sanction, has 
been advanced as the principal reason for the 
decline in patronage at Bay Meadows and Tan- 
foran this fall. 


Horse Racing Board 


Since C. L. Olson won the November election 
for Governor of California, there have been many 
rumors about changes to be made in the Cali- 
fornia Horse Racing Board. The most persistent 
one was that Carleton F. Burke would resign or 
be removed, and that Norman W. Church would 
be offered his place. The antagonism between 
Mr. Church and the Horse Racing Board is well 
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known, dating back to the suspension of Trainer 
E. L. Fitzgerald in 1937, and Mr. Church was a 
supporter of the new governor. 

But on December 31, after Chairman Burke 
had paid a visit to the governor-elect, Mr. Olson 
said that Burke had not resigned from the board, 
that neither of the other members, Samuel M. 
Haskins and Henry Potter Russell, had resigned. 
Mr. Burke refused to make any statement at all 
except that he would resign if Governor Olson 
asked him to; Commissioners Haskins and Rus- 
sell said they had not resigned. One might de- 
duce from this that no one had resigned, but 
California reporters remained sceptical, and re- 
ports that the resignations of Haskins and Rus- 
sell were in the mail on December 31, and that 
the resignation of Burke was in the hands of 
Ralph Evans, a secretary of the governor, per- 
sisted. 

But Governor Olson made one_ statement 
which may affect racing more strongly than any 
changes he may make in the Horse Racing 
Board. He will recommend, he says, that the 
State’s take-out from the pari-mutuel turnover 
be increased, at the larger tracks, to 6 or even 
7 per cent, and that a part of it be turned over 
to the general fund, instead of going to State 
and county fairs. 


FLORIDA 


Tropical Park 


HE second week of Tropical Park's first meet- 

ing ended December 31, with one maiden 
race, one allowance race, and six claiming events 
making up the Saturday card. Betting has been 
below 19387 figures during the first weeks, and 
horsemen as usual are having the drop passed 
on to them. The “feature” was a $1,000 over- 
night event at six furlongs, and went to Arc- 
turus Stable’s (Schaeffer and Elliott’s) Isaiah, 
8-year-old son of High Time. Ridden by War- 
ren Yarberry, who was on his way to a double, 
Isaiah had no diffculty, won by two lengths in 
1:1045. Another double was scored by Donald 
Meade, whose riding comeback is progressing 
well. Hirsch Jacobs, leading American trainers 
for the sixth consecutive year, saddled the 9- 
year-old Ladkin horse, Ladfield, to win the fourth 
race. The maiden race was for fillies which be- 
came 3-year-olds on the following day. Out of 
the maiden ranks came H. E. Enger’s Dianapat, 
daughter of Lucullite, at 20 to 1. 

On January 2, with racing held in the morn- 
ing to avoid conflict with the Tennessee-Okla- 
homa football game, Tropical Park had the 
largest crowd of its history, estimated at 17,000 
persons. The feature went unexpectedly to 
Court Scandal, a *Royal Minstrel 5-year-old 
which had upset Florida punters two years 
earlier when he won the Flamingo Stakes. The 
turnover was $284,900, the highest handle Tropi- 
cal Park has ever had during its first meeting. 
Last year, on New Year's Day, the turnover was 
$281,229. 


J. A. Bowers Dies 


At Tropical Park December 29 Trainer J. A. 
(Jack) Bowers saddled Harp Weaver for the 
fifth race. Harp Weaver raced close up into the 
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stretch, then came with a rush. It was not 
enough to catch the leader, but Harp Weaver 
came into second place, was gaining on the win- 
ner at the finish. Trainer Bowers collapsed from 
the excitement a few moments after the race, 
died before he could be taken to a hospital. 


Widener Handicap Weights 


Seabiscuit, as had been expected, got the 
heaviest impost in the $50,000 added Widener 
Handicap, being assigned 133 pounds, one less 
than he has been given for the Santa Anita 
Handicap, in which, if he trains satisfactorily, 
he will start. War Admiral, winner of last win- 
ter’s renewal of the Widener, has 131, or one 
more than he carried successfully last year. 
*Ligaroti and Lawrin each have 124 pounds, and 
Maxwell Howard’s Stagehand and Louis B. 
Mayer’s Perifox each have 123. Since a number 
of the top candidates were named also for the 
Santa Anita Handicap, comparison with the 
weights for that event is inevitable (THE BLOOp- 
HORSE, December 24, page 916). Handicapper 
Charles J. McLennan rates Stagehand four 
pounds worse, in comparison to Seabiscuit, than 
Handicapper Webb Everett, rates Dauber two 
pounds worse, Pasteurized three pounds worse, 
*Ligaroti three pounds better, agrees exactly on 
*Sorteado and Perifox, neither of which has 
raced in the United States. The weights:

Beautiful Hialeah 


EVERAL years ago Photographer Bert Clark 

Thayer produced Saratoga in August, a vol- 
ume of photographs with a running text, which 
was a welcome addition to anyone's library, 
whether or not he had much interest in the Turf. 
Now appears Beautiful Hialeah, a similar col- 
lection of photographs of Hialeah Park. 

In this respect, if in no other, Hialeah sur- 
passes Saratoga, for this new book is a better 
one. It has a slightly larger amount of text, 
written by George F. T. Ryall, of the New 
Yorker, and it has a number of pictures in color. 
Ordinarily no lover of color photography, I must 
admit that no other medium could do justice to 
Hialeah Park, which is perhaps, in cold fact, the 
most beautiful race course in the world, and with 
a beauty most dependent on color. The flamin- 
goes come to mind, of course, at a mention of 
Hialeah Park, and the flamingoes are there, as 
pink as life. Most colored photographs are over- 
done; you cannot overdo the colors at Hialeah 
Park. 

Mr. Thayer is no photographer of clubhouse 
society. He prefers, it seems, the rougher and 
more virile area of the back stretch (though of 
course the stables aren’t on the back stretch at 
Hialeah Park), and he avoids posed pictures 
with great care. The result is a very vigorous 
collection, which takes the Thoroughbred from 
his morning feeding to the finish line, with stable 
swipes and stable goats, and valets and jockeys 
and exercise boys, caught in their own surround- 
ings. 

It was a good idea to have George Ryall do 
the text of Beautiful Hialeah, for Mr. Ryall, in 
addition to being a good racing writer, is a good 
writer. So Beautiful Hialeah is good reading, as 
well as good looking. One anecdote demands to 
be reprinted: 

“During the war, three clockers were engaged 
by the government to time the flight of shells 
at the Aberdeen proving grounds. When the 
news drifted back to Pimlico, one of the boys 
left behind snorted in disgust. ‘Huh!’ he said, 
‘The Army ain’t going to get any the best of 
that deal. Them boys is goin’ to hold out all 
the fast ones for themselves.’ "’

Tanforan Statistics 


The 25-day meeting which closed at Tanforan 
December 17 had a pari-mutuel turnover of $3,- 
129,417, a daily average of $125,176, a drop of 
31 per cent from last year’s average of $180,748. 
A. A. Baroni, who started only one horse at the 
meeting, was leading owner with $8,400, and his 
horse, Specify, naturally led the horses. Mrs. 
R. E. Cooper, whose Mintouri won the California 
Lassie Stakes ($5,350) was second with a total 
of $6,700. C. S. Howard was third ($5,000), 
Louis B. Mayer fourth ($4,370). Total distribu- 
tion at the meeting was $186,635, a daily aver- 
age of $6,745.40. During the 1937 fall meeting, 
the daily average distribution was $7,652. 
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LOUISIANA 
Fair Grounds 


HE December 31 program at the Fair Grounds 

was the thirty-third day of racing for the 
present meeting, completing approximately a 
third of it. The feature was the Audubon Handi- 
cap, a six-furlong sprint for horses of all ages, 
for a purse of $1,200. T. J. Hill’s unpredictable 
White Cockade ran hard all the way, got up 
just at the end to beat Mrs. Anthony Pelleteri’s 
Old Rosebush by a head. Clocks, owned by F. 
C. Murray, made the pace up to the closing 
yards, tired rapidly and wound up in a dead- 
heat for fourth place. Secretary R. A. Leigh 
could congratulate himself on a good handicap, 
however, for the first five horses finished within 
two lengths. White Cockade, a Diavolo gelding 
which began racing for Ogden Phipps, was a 
stakes horse of considerable merit at one time, 
winning the Youthful Stakes and Withers Stakes, 
in which he beat Brevity. He has fallen now to 
the upper claiming ranks. In his two previous 
starts at the Fair Grounds he was ninth, badly 
beaten. But on occasion he runs well enough; 
he won six of 16 starts in 1938. 


The feature on January 7 is the Martin Behr- 
man Memorial Handicap, at 1! miles, for a 
$1,500 purse. 


New Year's Handicap 


For the second time during the meeting, a 
horse in the pari-mutuel field won a stakes event 
at the Fair Grounds January 2, when Mrs. R. J. 
Murphy's Little Nymph (106) got up just at the 
end to take the New Year’s Handicap ($2,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles). A. 
Gaignard, Jr.'s Cash O Boy (96), which took the 
lead in the stretch but tired, was second, beaten 
a nose, but four lengths in front of H. Januska’s 
Invermark (108), with Mrs. C. C. Winters’ Cato- 
mar (105) fourth. In order followed Warlaine 
(107), Dusky Prince (104), Orinoco (112), Taken 
(108), Michigan Flyer (3-y-o0, 90), Chance Ray 
(110}, and Brown Knight (102). Time :24%;, 
4815, 1:18, 1:39, 1:45%5, track fast.

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MASSACHUSETTS 


Trouble in Boston 


UTGOING Gov. Charles F. Hurley recently 

named Senator George E. Moyse and Thomas 
R. Foley to the Massachusetts State Racing Com- 
mission. Immediately Mr. Foley’s brother-in-law 
James H. Connors resigned as president of Suf- 
folk Downs. Shortly afterwards it was announced 
that the Outdoor Amusement Company would 
apply to the commission for dates for a track at 
Westport, Mass., 50 miles from Boston, for a 
meeting which would conflict with the dates at 
Suffolk Downs. Massachusetts’ racing law pro- 
vides that tracks cannot operate in conflict if 
they are within 75 miles of each other. 

On December 30 officials of Suffolk Downs 
filed a bill in equity, charging conspiracy, accus- 
ing Commissioners Moyse and Foley with abet- 
ting the conspiracy, stating the object of the con- 
spiracy was to grant conflicting dates to the 
Westport track, thus forcing Suffolk Downs 
either to pay large sums for cancellation of the 
Westport dates, or to see stock in the Eastern 
Racing Association (Suffolk Downs) fall to a 
point where former President Connors could ac- 
quire voting control of horse racing in eastern 
Massachusetts. 

On December 31 the flames went higher. The 
commission, with Chairman Charles F. Connors 
objecting but outnumbered, granted the Westport 
track dates for a 35-day meeting from July 4 
through August 12. They cut the Suffolk dates 
from 60 days to 42, gave that track a meeting 
from May 15 to July 1. The loss of 18 days of 
racing, including July 4, was not accepted easily 
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by the Boston track, and Chairman Charles F. 
Adams predicted a “fight to the end.” The track 
had already filed an injunction action, and a court 
hearing is to be held January 4. Governor-elect 
Saltonstall had asked the commission not to grant 
any dates until he took office, but Commissioners 
Foley and Moyse disregarded the request. They 
may not hold office long. 

But racing figures did not have the fight all to 
themselves. At a public hearing on the question 
of licensing the track, Roman Catholic Bishop 
James E. Cassidy, in whose diocese Westport is 
located, said he would “fight to the finish” against 
establishment of horse racing there. Since the 
county in which Westport is located recently de- 
cided, by referendum, that it favored horse rac- 
ing, it appeared that the bishop might be some- 
what out of line, but at all events, the backers 
of the new track had another antagonist to fight.

Saratoga and Belmont Entries 


Nominations for the stakes events at Saratoga 
and Belmont Park which closed December 15 
showed, jointly, a slight increase. For the Sara- 
toga stakes alone, the total number of nomina- 
tions dropped slightly, from 1,273 to 1,219, but 
at Belmont Park the number went up from 1,128 
to 1,290. At Saratoga the 2-year-old stakes were 
the ones which lost, the Hopeful, United States 
Hotel, Grand Union Hotel, and Spinaway Stakes 
all receiving fewer nominations than in 1937, 
while the Saratoga Cup, Travers Stakes, and 
Alabama Stakes all gained. 

At Belmont Park there was no particular pat- 
tern in the gains. The only two events which 
did not show an increase were the Acorn Stakes 
and the second closing of the Belmont Stakes, 
and the drop in each case was trifling. Included 
in the Saratoga Cup nominations were Seabis- 
cuit, War Admiral, Count Arthur, Pompoon, Es- 
posa, Lawrin, Pasteurized, Stagehand, and Por- 
ter’s Mite.

Boot to Boot Sold 


T was announced January 3 that Col. E. R. 

Bradley had sold Boot to Boot, winner of the 
“rubber check” American Derby, to William Day, 
owner of Day Dream Farm, Madisonville, Ky. No 
price was announced. Mr. Day is neighbor of 
Ashby Corum, at whose farm Boot to Boot stood 
in 1937 and 1938. The horse is still at Mr. 
Corum’s farm. 

Boot to Boot, 16-year-old son of *North Star 
III and *Padula, by Laveno, earned $119,054 in 
his three racing seasons, winning the American 
and Ohio State Derbys, finishing second in La- 
tonia Derby, Latonia Championship. He went to 
stud in 1928, and has sired winners of 134 races 
and about $100,000 to the end of 1938. Included 
in that record is the filly Blue Boot, a good win- 
ner on the West Coast in 1936, which turned out 
to be a ringer. The supposed Blue Boot was 
actually Exotude by Wise Counsellor. Boot to 
Boot is a brother to Black Servant, sire of Blue 
Larkspur and Barn Swallow. 


Brookmeade Plans 


Hugh Fontaine, manager of Mrs. Dodge 
Sloane’s Brookmeade Farm and racing stable, was 
in Lexington early last week arranging for the 
shipment of 13 mares from the farm at Upper- 
ville, Va., to Henry Knight’s Almahurst Farm 
near Lexington, where they will be bred to the 
Brookmeade stallions Cavalcade and Psychic Bid. 
Mr. Fontaine reported that the books of Caval- 
cade and Psychic Bid are filling well, but that 
seasons are still available. Mr. Knight’s Possible, 
dam of the Kentucky Derby and Preakness win- 
ner Bold Venture, is among the mares booked to 
Cavalcade. 

Mr. Fontaine, who shortly will go to Miami to 
take charge of Mrs. Sloane’s horses there, stated 
that it has been decided to keep the good filly 
Handcuff in training another year. 


California Breeders’ Sale 


The California Breeders Association last week 
began distribution of catalogues for the sale to 
be held at Hollywood Park on January 9. There 
are 19 consignors represented in the sale, offer- 
ing a total of 112 head, of which 93 are 2-year- 
olds of 1939, 11 are broodmares, three are year- 
lings of 1939, the others horses in training. To 
dispose of the usual disputes over preferred po- 
sitions, consignors drew lots, will sell in the order 
of their drawings. 

The sale will begin at 3 o’clock Monday 
afternoon. There will be an intermission for din- 
ner, and selling will begin again at 8 o’clock 
in the evening. Doc Bond, who for the last three 
years has cried the Saratoga and Lexington 
sales, will be the auctioneer. 


Mares to *Challenger II 


Four broodmares from Idle Hour Stock Farm, 
Lexington, will be shipped January 6 to W. L. 
Brann’s Glade Valley Farm, Frederick, Md., to be 
bred to *Challenger II, sire of the brilliant 1938 
2-year-old Challedon. The mares are Born Wise,

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Sweepstakes Indictments 


The sale of sweepstakes tickets in the United 
States is illegal, as is the publication of names 
of winners in sweepstakes, though law enforce- 
ment bodies have ever taken the view that they 
are allowed discretionary powers. But occasion- 
ally the Federal authorities crack down on 
sweepstakes sales. In New York on December 
29 indictments were obtained against eight per- 
sons as heads of what U. S. agents called the 
biggest ticket-selling ring in the country. The 
indictments also charged conspiracy to smuggle 
tickets into the United States from Ireland. The 
defendants would be liable, if convicted on all 
counts, to a total of 24 years imprisonment, 
fines of $21,000 each. But six persons arrested 
in 1936 have not yet come to trial, and have been 
free on bail. 

The eight persons named in the indictments 
were Gerald Kelly, John W. Kelly, John W. 
Kelly II, John R. Kelly, Connie Neenan, Clifford 
Burgett, William Meade, all of New York, and 
Joseph Garrity, of Philadelphia. Authorities said 
this group had some 700 agents, who in turn 
supervised more than 3,000 salesmen. Assistant 
U. S. Attorney John Delaney said that the in- 
vestigation would cover Connecticut, Georgia, 
New Jersey, California, Florida, Pennsylvania, 
Wisconsin, Nebraska, Arizona, Kansas, Massa- 
chusetts, and New York, as the largest fields for 
sweepstakes ticket sales. One official estimated 
the output of the tickets sold by the defendants 
at $25,000,000 in 1936. 

Residents of the United States spend annually 
for Irish Hospitals Sweepstakes tickets approxi- 
mately as much as the remainder of the world.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


Betting in America 


Figures compiled by the Associated Press 
show a total of $282,984,700 in pari-mutuel bets 
on horse races in the United States in 1938, with 
New York and Louisiana not included. There is 
no way of estimating the betting in New York, 
where the medium is bookmakers, or in Louis- 
iana, where there is no State control of racing 
and betting totals are not announced. The 1938 
betting total represented an increase of $14,- 
000,000 over 1937. 

The states in which racing is held received a 
total revenue of $9,657,070 last year, an increase 
of about $650,000 over 1937 figures. The wager- 
ing totals and state profits in 1938 and 1937, with 
the number of racing days:

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Newmarket December Sales 


During the five days of England’s Newmarket 
December Sales a total of 839 horses were sold 
for 241,549 guineas, according to a compilation 
made by THE BLOOD-HORSE from published sum- 
maries. That would be an average of 288 guineas 
(slightly over $1,500), a slight increase over the 
average of 27912 guineas for the 781 lots dis- 
posed of in the corresponding series in 1937. Ac- 
cording to a statement given out by the sales 
company, the total for the 1938 auctions, includ- 
ing private sales, was 245,142 guineas, but the 
number of lots was not announced. 

In a previous story partially accounting for 
the December sales, THE BLOOD-HORSE (Decem- 
ber 24, page 929) gave the prices paid by Major 
Austin C. Taylor for three of the four weanling 
colts he bought. The fourth one, a bay colt by 
Papyrus out of Bright Folly, was purchased for 
Major Taylor’s account by the British Blood- 
stock Agency on the fifth and final day for 510 
guineas. 

A carload of 10 weanlings (now yearlings) 
bought at Newmarket arrived in Lexington last 
week. Four colts bought for the account of B. 
L. Squires were consigned to Col. Phil T. Chinn 
and were sent to the Odell farm on the Russell 
Cave Pike near Lexington. Six fillies were con- 
signed to Hal Price Headley and his son-in-law 
L. L. Haggin, who will divide them. For the 
breeding of these yearlings, see page 14.

Honest to the Nth Degree 


Editor, THe B:oop-Horse: 


Your copy of Tiir Bioop-Horse of December 24 arrived 
today and I read your article, “Narragansett Park.” 
In your first paragraph you referred to an article, “Feed 
Monopoly,” in your December 10 issue. Not having 
read this article, I did so immediately. 

THE Bioop-Horse has heretofore been a very reliable 
medium in my opinion, as publishing the true facts but 
it has unfortunately strayed from the straight and 
narrow path when it published the article ‘Feed Mo- 
nopoly” which is nothing short of rubbish and errone- 
ous as far as Mr. John J. Orr and the Narragansett 
Hay and Grain Corporation is concerned. 

I raced a string of horses at Narragansett Park for 
Mr. Hal Price Headley every year since its initial 
opening and have always been compelled to present a 
card when my horses arrived and when they departed. 
These cards were issued to me by the Narragansett 
Racing Association and signed by the racing secretary 
or his representative and not by the Narragansett Hay 
and Grain Corporation. On entering and leaving the 
track with my horses I present my card to a repre- 
sentative of the Narragansett Racing Association and 
not the Narragansett Hay and Grain Corporation. I 
have bought my supplies almost exclusively from the 
Narragansett Hay and Grain Corporation when I raced 
at Narragansett, not because I was compelled to through 
any feed monopoly, but because I have always found 
them to be sincerely honest to the nth degree. Their 
place of business is just outside the fence of Narra- 
gansett Park and it may or may not be on their prop- 
erty, but they are always on hand to supply the horse- 
men with their needs. In delivering hay and straw 
the driver always has an accurately marked ticket 
showing the correct weight of each bale. This ticket 
must be signed by the trainer or his representative 
when the feed is delivered. The Narragansett Hay 
and Grain Corporation has accurate scales which they 
use, and the owner or trainer can be present when the 
feed is weighed. 

Representatives of feed companies other than the 
Narragansett Hay and Grain Corporation are permitted 
to solicit, sell, and deliver feed to the horsemen at 
Narragansett Park. 

Mr. John J. Orr is highly regarded by the horsemen 
and is a prominent citizen and business man in Provi- 
dence. He was the only feed man when Narragansett 
first opened and I think his honesty has kept for him 
the majority of the business rather than a feed mo- 
nopoly. 

Your interest in feed monopoly is excellent but I 
think in this case you have made an unfortunate mis- 
take. 

The prices of feed at the Narragansett Hay and Grain 
Corporation are no higher than the prices at the other 
tracks where I have raced. 

It is my own personal viewpoint that has prompted 
me to write this letter and I am sure that the majority 
of the horsemen that race at Narragansett Park share 
the same sentiments. 

In all fairness to Mr. John J. Orr, you may publish 
this letter if you so desire.

Irishman on England's Horses 


Editor, Tiie BrLoop-Horse: 

As an Irishman I do not hold any brief for English 
bloodstock but as a journalist dealing every day with 
the performances of horses I can honestly say that 
“Foreign breds have little chance from scratch.” 

That French invaders won the English Cambridge- 
shire and Cesarewitch is not proof. That Foxglove II 
won the Jockey Club Cup is not proof. Foxglove was 
last of four to Rockfel (best filly of the year) in the 
Aintree Derby at Liverpool—and was “nowhere” when 
receiving six pounds to the handicapper Columcille, who 
carried nine stones [126 pounds] when winning the 
September Stakes at Newbury in record time, 2 mins. 
2645 secs. (previous best, 2m. 27s.). This was a real 
test for Foxglove. Columcille ran 11 races in 1938 
season, winning only two. 

Contrevent won the Cesarewitch—carrying 6.12 [96 
pounds]. Black Speck, one of millionaire Rank’s han- 
dicappers, began slowly in that race and lost several 
lengths at the start, yet finished a close fourth of 28, 
carrying 8 stones 8 lbs. [120]. Where would Contrevent 
have finished with 8.8?—even in the slow time of 3 mins. 
551, secs. (1345 secs. slower than best). 
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Black Speck earlier had won the Newbury Cup in time 
only *; secs. slower than course record—yet Spot Bar- 
red. an Irish horse, receiving only 2 lbs., licked Black 
Speck at Ascot. ; 

Helleniqua won the Cambridgeshire with 7 st. 1 Ib. 
[99] in time only 2!, secs. slower than record time for 
the race: Domaha, giving Helleniqua 12 lbs., was beaten 
only two heads; yet Domaha was little more than mod- 
erate, failing by a stone {14 pounds] and two lengths to 
beat that disappointing horse. Puzzler. 

I am in happy agreement with your contention that 
“the only yardstick for measuring the excellence of 
English stock is in its own performance.” I would 
qualify that with “best performance.’ And the only 
yardstick of best performance is TIME. 

I bet Glenn Cunningham could give you— and me, too— 
a lap start in a mile and win. Cunningh: un's perform- 
ances are ALL measured by time. 

Most English big handicap races are ‘‘tactical” races, 
one horse trailing another until ‘so far from the post’— 
then there is a wild scramble for home and the fastest 
of these usually wins. If there was a Glenn Cunning- 
ham in ALL English handicaps I am almost positive very 
few invading animals would win—unless they were 
thrown in like Helleniqua and Contrevent.

P. S. I would like to point out that I was the only 
journalist on this side of the Atlantic to say Battleship 
“should win the Grand National,”’ and that Blenheim 
(if fit) MUST win the Derby—even when the connec- 
tions of these horses publicly stated that the animals 
were hardly good enough. 

Battleship proved his worth on time before the Grand 
National and so did Blenheim before the Derby. 

You are lucky to have Blenheim, and I hope this 
Irish horse will soon be mated with a REAL sprinter. 


GENERAL ITEMS 


Santa Anita Park has replaced its tractors 
with 16 Belgian horses, which pull the harrows 
and rakes used in caring for the racing strip. 

Santa Anita Park, as usual, will not permit 
the return of horses shipped out on flying trips 
to Agua Caliente or Phoenix during the meeting. 

Two-year-olds must break three times from the 
gate under supervision of Starter John Morris- 
sey before they will be permitted to start at the 
Fair Grounds. 

Maurice Peters, thrown while exercising horses 
at Hialeah Park December 27, had to have two 
stitches taken in his tongue, had to quit the 
saddle for a few days. 

Earl Steffen was suspended for the last 12 days 
of the Tropical Park meeting for foul riding De- 
cember 27, and his mount, Lassator, which fin- 
ished first, was disqualified. 

William Seaman, who rode his first winner dur- 
ing the current Fair Grounds meeting, has been 
signed by Weston W. Adams, who already has 
Eddie Robart under contract. 

With a little more than two weeks remaining 
before its scheduled opening January 18, Gulf- 
stream Park began work last week on its pad- 
dock, started construction of foundations for its 
totalizator board. 

Three graded handicaps will be offered at Hia- 
leah Park each Wednesday. Horses will be en- 
tered the previous Saturday, divided into three 
divisions, and weighted. Horses not declared out 
at the usual closing time on Tuesdays will be 
considered starters. 

The racing public likes to give Col. E. R. Brad- 
ley a Kentucky Derby candidate, whether he has 
one or not. This winter it has occasionally been 
“guessed” that Big Hurry, winner of the Selima 
Stakes, would carry the Bradley silks in the 
Derby. But Colonel Bradley says no. If the 
master of Idle Hour has a Derby horse it is 
probably Benefactor.

MATE was foaled in the year of Equipoise, Twenty Grand, Jamestown, Sweep All, Ladder, 
and others, and in his 2- and 3-year-old seasons was compelled to run against the best 
crop of horses of the century. At two he was unplaced but once, and won eight races 
and $58,650, including Champagne Stakes (defeating Equipoise and Ladder), Breeders’ 
Futurity (defeating Pennate and Blind Bowboy), Spalding Lowe Jenkins Handicap, 
Walden Handicap (defeating Sweep All and Twenty Grand). He was second by a 
nose in the Richard Johnson Stakes, was third to Equipoise and Twenty Grand in the 
Pimlico Futurity, and third in the Belmont Futurity. 


AT THREE Mate won seven races and $214,775, and was third by a few thousand dollars 
(to Top Flight and Twenty Grand) on the list of money-winning horses. He won the 
Preakness (beating Twenty Grand, Ladder, Equipoise, Clock Tower, etc.), American 
Derby (beating Pittsburgher and Spanish Play, in track record time of 2:0415), Clas- 
sic Stakes (defeating Spanish Play and Twenty Grand in new track record time of 
2:02°5), Kenner Stakes, Stanley Produce Stakes, Bowie, and Thanksgiving Handicaps. 
He was second to Sun Beau in Hawthorne Gold Cup, third to Twenty Grand in Ken- 
tucky Derby in record time of 2:0145, and third to Tambour and Tred Avon in Potomac 
Handicap, making heavy weight concessions. He was third in the Maryland Handicap, 
giving the winner 13 pounds. 

MATE also won, in America, the Challenger Invitation Purse and Thanksgiving Handicap. 
He was second in Bryan and O’Hara Memorial twice, second in Riggs, Washington 
Handicaps, and Whitney Gold Cup. He was third in Metropolitan, Brooklyn, Wash- 
ington, Thanksgiving Handicaps, and in Wilson Stakes, Arlington Gold Cup, and Haw- 
thorne Gold Cup. 

MATE comes from a strong family. His fourth dam, Stella, is also fourth dam of Trigo 
(Derby, St. Leger, Irish St. Leger, etc.), and Athford (Doncaster Cup, Great Jubilee 
Handicap, etc.). 

IN America, Mate was in the money 48 times in 63 starts and won $297,860. 


IN his English campaign, Mate won the Challenge Stakes, was second in the Coronation 
Cup (carrying 132 pounds, giving the winner 3), second in the Ayrshire Handicap (giv- 
ing the winner 29 pounds), third in the City and Suburban Handicap (carrying 130, 
giving 12 to the winner, 17 to second), third in the Duke of York Handicap (giving 
the winner 9, the second horse 8 pounds). In England Mate earned 790 sovereigns, 
or about $3,950.

SIRES OF JUVENILE WINNERS 


HETHER agitation against emphasis of 2- 

year-old racing had anything to do with it 
is debatable, but there was a decrease of slightly 
more than 4 per cent in the number of 2-year- 
old events in 1938. There were 1,952 races, 
against 2,140 in 1937. The disrtibution per race 
increased, averaging $887 a race against $824 
the previous year. All this means, however, is 
that the omitted races were overnight events, 
with the richer fixtures remaining, and does not 
point to any increased earning power for juve- 
nile racers. 

John P. Grier, 22-year-old stallion standing at 
F. Wallis Armstrong’s Meadowview Farms, 
Moorestown, N. J., led the sires of 2-year-olds 
in 1938, in point of money earned, chiefly by 
virtue of the seven stakes victories of El Chico. 
Second is John Hay Whitney's 24-year-old The 
Porter, which stands at Mr. Whitney's farm at 
Lexington. The Porter sired the Futurity win- 
ner, Porter’s Mite. There is an occasional con- 
tention that a stallion’s prepotency deteriorates 
with age, but John P. Grier was 18 years old 
when he got El Chico, and The Porter, which 
was leading sire in 1937, was 20 when he sired 
Porter’s Mite. Also in the leading 10 is Black 
Toney, now 28 years old, which sired Big Hurry 
in his twenty-fourth year. The 10 leaders in 
point of money won:

count of winnings outside of North America. Six 
American stallions sired 2-year-old winners in 
England, one sired a 2-year-old winner in France. 
In England, *Sir Gallahad III was represented 
by Foxbrough, which won two races (Hopeful 
Stakes, Middle Park Stakes) and £4,010, or ap- 
proximately $20,000. If Foxbrough were added 
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to the North American totals, *Sir Gallahad III 
would be in ninth place on the list in point of 
money won, would be tied for second place in 
number of winners. In France *Jacopo was rep- 
resented by the high-class filly Dixiana, winner 
of the Prix de la Foret. She earned 124,050 
francs, or about $3,269.

Wise Coun- 
sellor had 19 winning 2-year-olds in 1934 to head 
the list; in 1938 he had but 14, but this was one 
more than was credited to *Cohort, Flying Heels, 
and Jamestown, which were in a three-way tie 
for second place. *Sir Gallahad III, which led 
in 19383 and 1936, and Upset were tied for fifth 
place with 12 winners each. In number of races 
won the leadership went to Flying Heels, whose 
get won 37 races in 1938. *Cohort and James- 
town were tied for second place with 36 each.

Comparison of totals of the year with those of 
1937 and earlier years shows nothing of great 
significance, except the slight drop in the num- 
ber of 2-year-old races, for this decrease ac- 
counts for practically all the other changes in 
the totals. There does seem to be some shrink- 
age in the importance of 2-year-old racing, but 
it is slight. In 1937 there were 16,250 races in 
North America, of which 13 per cent were for 
2-year-olds. In 1938 there were 16,243 races, of 
which 12 per cent were for 2-year-olds. The fol- 
lowing table shows the comparison of last year’s 
2-year-old racing with that of previous years:

| Only One ran four times, won one race at two. As a 3-year-old he was second to Ob- 
i servant in the Wilson Stakes, second to Sation in Laurel Stakes, third to Discovery and 
Chicstraw in Potomac Handicap, and third to Sation and Happy Go in Capital Handicap. 
At four, Only One was second in the Butler (to Discovery), Queens County (to King Saxon), 
i and Yonkers (to Top Row) Handicaps, third in the Metropolitan (to King Saxon and Sing- % 
ing Wood), Suburban (to Head Play and Discovery), and Empire City (to Top Row and 
Vicar) Handicaps. In the same season Only One was fourth (to King Saxon, Singing 
Wood, and Sgt. Byrne) in the Carter Handicap. 


Orissa won the Fashion and Clover Stakes, and has held the track record at Belmont 
Park for four and one-half furlongs since 1928. She produced the winners Oral (at two, 
three and four), Rissa (at two and three), Halo, and Learner. Orissa is a sister to the 
winners Acquire (up to six), and Carnival (up to six). The second dam, Durbar, also 
produced Grattan (Great American, Hudson Stakes, and winner up to eight, 1935), and 
Zevar (up to six, 1935). Pageant also produced the winners Dress Ship (Troy Stakes), 
Color Sergeant, Sesqui, Pennate, Pomp, Blazonry, Parader, and Pompous, and the pro- 
ducer Spectacle.
